dore Roosevelt made a three-m inute 
stop in Dix on at 9 :14 this morning and 
briefly addressed the thousands of 
p .ople congregated 
to greet him. 
Well known citizens from all parts of 
the county were here and every town 
was represented by a delegation Dix ­ 
on should feei highly honored in a 
stop being made here by the chief ex ­ 
ecutive as Sterling and DeKalb were 
the only other cities in the state 
where a speech was made before Chi­ 
cago was reached. The citizens ac­ 
cordingly feel grateful to County 
Chairman M. J. McGowan who, with 
the assistance of Judge S. H. Bethea, 
was enabled to bring his plans to this 
end to a successful issue. 
The people began gathering an hour 
before the train was scheduled to 
arrive. All the platforms were filled 
in a short time and the sheds and 
other points of vantage in the vicin­ 
ity were eagerly pre-empted. 
The 
school children from both sides of the 
river and also the cadets of the Rock 
River Military Academy were present, 
the school children taking positions 
upon the north platform of the east- 
bound track where space had been re­ 
served. Supt. L. B Neighbour and 
the professors and teachers took care 
of the children, while the regular 
force of officers in charge of the other 
crowds was augmented by & number 
of special policemen. 
The east end of the depot was dec­ 
orated with two large flags draped 
about a picture of

while banting was droped along the 
posts over the platform. 
A t 9 o’clock a ripple of ex citement

Roesevelt turned from the crowd and 
said, “ Where is the mayor?“

Edwards ex tended his band and the 
President said, “Is this the mayor? I 
want to shake hands with you.” 
Without wasting a moment Mr. Ed­ 
wards said, “ Welcome to our city, we 
are honored.” 


TIIE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 
‘Mr. Mayor and you, my fellow 
citizens: It is a great pleasure for me 
to be with you here in Illinois again 
and to travel through what is in very 
truth one of the garden spots of the 
world. I cannot say how impressed I 
am with the wonderful beauty and 
lux uriant fertility of this country of 
yours here, and I do not know that it 
is especially to your credit th at you 
are pretty good citizens-I would be 
ashamed of you if you were not. 
“But I want to say that while I 
congratulate you upon all the pro­ 
ducts of the farm and factories, yet 
will I congratulate you most upon the 
fact that you seem to be raising a first 
class type of Illinois oitizens here. 
Turning again to the crowd the 
President smiled and said:

WEEKLY CROP BULLETIN 


Illinois Gov ernment Report for the 
'Week Ending May 8 th. 
The first p art of the week was quite 
favorable for farm work , and much 
p lowing and p lanting were done in all 
sections. 
Rainfall, heavy in many 
localities of the southern district, ex ­ 
tended over the entire state on the 
4th and 5th, hindering work in the 
southern district, and causing a tem­ 
p orary cessation in the other districts. 
The temp erature was above the sea­ 
sonable 
average, 
and with amp le 
moisture, the conditions were very 
favorable for germination and p lant 
growth. 
Plowing for corn is well advanced, 
ex cep t in the southern district where 
the soil is too wet, and p lanting now 
ex tends through the northern district. 
The work is p rogressing rap idly in 
the central district, being comp leted 
in many localities. With a continu­ 
ance of favorable weather conditions, 
p lanting will be general during the 
ensuing week . Early p lanted fields 
are up to a good stand in the central 
and southern districts. 
Oats are growing fast, and without 
ex cep tion all rep orts indicate an ex ­ 
cellent condition. 
Wheat and ry e maintain a very 
p romising condition, the outlook for 
wheat being esp ecially favorable at 
tbistim e. 
Grasses hav e. made rap id growth 
during the week . The healthy condi­ 
tion of the live stock is generally re­ 
mark ed. 
Gardens have shown mark ed im­ 
p rov ement during the week , and some 
early p lanted are now p roducing. Po­ 
tatoes are up and are showing a good 
stand. 
From p resent indications fruit was 
only siightly injured by recent frosts, 
the trees showing a heavy bloom. 
Peaches were mostly winter-k illed. 
Some p atches of strawberries are rip e 
in the southern district, and a fair 
y ield of this fruit is p romised through­ 
out the state. Contrary to early ex ­ 
p ectations the outlook for ap p les is 
p romising at this time.

as authority , that the vote in fav or 
of a strike of the ex p ress comp any ’s 
driv ers was only thirty -sev en out of 
700 men inv olved. 
This Eddy said, 
was told him at a meeting it had with 
Shea. Barry and Hugh McGhee (also 
of the Teamsters* union) shortly after 
the strike was begun. 
Barry suggest­ 
ed that the vote be taken again, by 
referendum, but Shea said that all the 
members had been notified of the meet­ 
ing at which the v ote was taken and 
must submit to the decision. 
“When the strike commenced some 
If driv ers assured me,” said 
Eddy , 
“that they were willing to work, but 
would hav e their heads knocked off if 
they did so. At p resent the only anion 
men who are still working for us are 
two who driv e wagons containing the 
gov ernment money . They are working 
by p ermission of the union.”
